Wye’s Letter, verbatim, Sept. 13. 


Since our last arrived a Mail from Exanc 
from Holland. ‘ — 


ON the 5th Inft. Mr. Le Heup, the Britih Mini- 
fter at the Diet at Ratisbon, arrived there. 
There is no Appearance that the R. Catholic States 
will in the leaft be reconciled by the Treaty coa- 
cluded at Baden, or by the Emperor’s Regulations 
grounded thereupon; becaufe the fame, as they al- 
ledge, interferes with the Epifcopal Right and Ju- 
rifdiftion which they will abfolutely exercife over 
their Proteftant Subjects. Whether there is an 
Hopes of obtaining in an amicable Way the fo long 


demanded Satisfattion-in Behalf of our Proteftant 


but we m 
moft affuredly depend, that the Proteftant wat 


will not fail (if Occafion requires) of taki 
Meafures as will give Weight to chet pools bag 
and effectually fecure the Proteftant Jotereft from 
all future Storms. ’ 

The Court of Petersburg, notwithftanding their 
Intrigues aud private Negociations with the Empe- 
ror and King of Spain, &c. were under no finall 
Concern at the News of the Acceffion of the States 
General tothe Treaty of Hanover ; as well know- 
ing, that theeMaritime Powers of G. Britain and 
Holland have always been efteemed the Bulwark of 
the Property and Liberties of Europe. 

They write from Paris, That on the 14th Inft. 
near 000 Men were employed in finifhing a new 
Trench in the Foreft of Fountainbleau ; which with 
the Help of a litrle Rain that fell, ftopt the Progrefs 
of that great Fire, which has burnt above 6 Leagues 
in Circumference. " 

Yefterday his Majefty, having diverted himfeif 
with fhooting in the new Park at Richmond, was 
pleafed to dine with the Rt. Hon. Sir Robert Wal- 
pole, at the Lord Walpole’s Houfé on Richmond- 
hill. The fame Day, the L. Vifcount Townfhend 
the Lord Line, and Lord Edward Harrifon, one of 
the-Poftmafters Geacral, arrived together in Town 
from Norfolk. 

The Clofe of laft Week died the Countefs of 
Hallifax, at his Lordfhip’s Seat in Bufhy Park. She 


+ was.Sifter to the Barl of Scarborough. Andon 
Suaday-morning cied, at his Seat at Harwel near

rich, and has only Bight Daughters to inherit his B-

They write from Liverpool, that on the rrth

Mean Time ’tis advifed by the Holland Mail juft 
arrived, that the French Minifter.at Stockholm has 
declared, That the Report of the Duke de Rioh- 
lieu’s having defired the Emperor’s Mediation for 
an Accommodation between their moft Chriftian 
and Catholick Majefties, is falfe and groundlefs. 
Letters from Vienna of the 7th tell us, That the 
Emperor having-received the Declaration made by 
Admiral Jennings tothe Court of Spain, called a 
grand Council in order to fend to Madrid the Empe- 
’s Refolution thereupon. 
aye Man has hotpieend to fay, That Admi- 
ral Hofier has execated his Commifkon to a Title, 
not only in forwarding the South Sea Ships Depar- 
ture from Porto Bello, but diftreffing the Spaniards 
with refpeé to the Galleons, as mentioned in our 


laf. 
From the Evening Poff, Sept. 13. 

Madrid, Aug. 26. Within thefe two Weeks 
Expreffés have arrived daily from Bifcay, with Ac+ 
counts of the great Confusion and Alarm, occafje- 
ned by the Arrival of the Britifh Squadron on that 
Coaft. The Britith Minifter, has had an Audience 
about it of his Catholick Majefty, and many Confe- 
rences with our Minifters ; after which he difpatch- 
ed aCourier tothe Admiral. ’Tis faid divers Ex- 
preffes have been fent by the Court to the refpettive 
Governors, with Orders to repel Force by Force. 
Moreover, 12 0r 1400 Mea, are ordered to match 
towards Fontarabia, to guard the Entrance of the 
River Andaye, and fecure both that Town, and 
the Shipsupon the Stocks at Port Paflage, in cafe 
the Frefich fhould attempt to enter the Country 
that Way\ Neceflary Precautions have alfo been 
takenin Addalufia. The City of Cadix is alfo in a 


good State of Defence, and Troops have been fent 
to Fort $t. Mary to repair the Fortifications. 

Dantzick, Sept. 11. The combia’d Squdrons of 

Eugland and Denmark are ftill at Anchor befor 
Revel, neither are they like to fail away yet a while, 
tho’ they begin to be incommoded by the Inconveni- 
encies that are ufually met with in the Eaft Sea at 
this Time of Year. Mean Time the Roffians are 
refolved tokeep their Station, in hopes, that after 
the faid Squadrons can no longer abide there, It will 
be ftill Time enough for them to undertake fome- 
thing. i 

Pos, Sept. 4. The Treaties with the EleGors 
ef Bavaria and Cologn are aétually figned, and an 
exprefs fent to the Court of Madrid with an Ac- 
count of it. 

Paris, Sept. 9. Tis whifpered here, that a Perfon 
in ayery high Station, is called to an Account a- 
bouvan Article of 48 Millions; which no Body 
can find out what Ufe they have been putto. ’Tis 
talked that the major Part of the Income of Mr. Pa= 
ris de Vernay is ftopped; and that ‘Orders have 
been given to the Receivers of the Town Houfe and 
Royal Treafury, not to pay any Rents'that fhall be- 
come due to that Gentleman.

Madrid, Aug. 27. Particular Advices from 
the Court fay, That the King has fent frefh Orders 
to the Goverhor's of Malaga, Alnteria; Cattagetia, 
Alicant, Valericia, Barcelona and Majorta, careful- 
ly to watch the Motions of the Englifi Squadron, 
and not co permit them Entrance into aty Port. 
The Goverttiours of all our Places fituate upon thie 
Ocean have alfo received the like Orders ; and 
fince the laft Pot not a Day fias pafled, bot the 
Court has received Exprefles from the Coaft of Bift 
eay; Galjicia and the Aufturias. We hear amo: 
Things by thefe Couriers, that a great Number of 
Troops are pofted at convenient Spaces along the 
Coaft, to gaard it from all Maiifer of Infole. 

The faid Squadron, after having taken in frefh 
Water and other Neceflaries in the Road of St. An. 
tonio, is gone to caft Anchor before St. Vincent de 
Banquicro. *Tis faid the Fleet went afterwards tg 
Coruana, and that the Governor having refufeg 
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whem Entrance into that Harbour, it put off, and 
goas foon after out of Sight; but whither it was 
ene, was not faid: Tho’ they write from Gibral- 
er of the 17th Inft. that ic was expected there eve- 
ry Day. : 

London, Sept. 13. Sir Gilbert Elliot of Stobs ha- 
ving received his Majefty’s moft gracious Pardon, 
for killing Colonel john Stuart ina Reacounter ia 
Scotland is preparing to fet out onhis Returm for 
that Part of Great Britain.
